The year 1651 saw the young Scot aboard 
a German vessel bound from Aberdeen to 
Danzig, where he eventually arrived, in 
spite of the Dutch warships, which even 
then were cruising in hostile fashion . off 
the coast . of England and Scot- 
land. Gordon found no Maitre Pierre 


to welcome him with employment and 


a gargantuan breakfast. The next 


five years were passed in hardship and 


fruitless tramping, save for a couple spent 
in a Jesuit college. 

The restrictions of a religious Order 
irked the young adventurer, and he took 
to the road again. At. length “hrezevi! 
fortune turned, and he enlisted: in the 
Swedish Army. At the capture of Warsaw 
m 1656 he was taken prisoner by the 
Poles, but, through the intervention of a 
Jesuit, was permitted considerable lati- 
tude, and eventually was granted his free- 
dom on condition that he joined the Poles. 
He readily assented, and spent the 
next few months in learning Polish 
and flirting with the daughter of 
the Assistant Governor. Matrimony 
seemed perilously near, but the 
native caution of young Gordon availed 
him at this juncture, and, as the Swedish 
army advanced victoriously, he fled the 
trusting Arcziferska and rejoined his old 
army. His ready tongue supplied an ex- 
cuse, and he was not only reinstated, but 
obtained promotion. ‘The next few years 
were spent in soldiering, and the account 
of them gives an interesting picture of 
warring Europe of that day, and also 
throws some light upon the devious and 
often dubious methods employed by mer- 
cenaries to augment. their pay. Com- 
parative peace led him forsake the 
Swedish armies and to enter the rervice 
of the (ar, in which he was fated to pass 
the ‘rest of his life. Fic wndoubted 


courage, fidelity to whatever cause he hap- 
pened to be serving at the time, and real 
ability, gained for him the trust and 
esteem of both the Czars under whom he 
served.

Down the Garden Path. By Beverley Nichols. 
London: Cape. 7/6 net. 


BOOK about gardening by. Mr. 
RBeveriey Nichols. is surphsing 
enough, but he warns his readers. that 
he will write at least six more books 
about gardens. Let us hope that this is 
no idle threat; for, if the subsequent 
volumes are of the same standard as 
“Down the Garden Path,’’ they will be 
very welcome. 
You need have no deep interest in 
gardening to enjoy Mr. Nichols’s book ; 
for the taste will soon be acquired. For 
the most part the author leaves technique 
alone, and deals with the anxieties and 
surprises of eareeny 
If you are a gardener, you will read 
his book more than onee. In a delightful 
vein of whimsical humour, seasoned 
here and there by a touch of 
cynicism, it reveals all the humours 
of the garden, and lays bare all the secret 
feelings of the gardener. Many a useful 
iece of information appears in its pages. 
Pasticularly interesting is the chapter 
devcted to winter flowers, which tells how 
a diversity of blossom can be. obtained 
from the open garden during the darkest 
months of the year, between November and 
March. 

On the subject of women gardeners the 
author becomes the familiar Beverley 
Nichols. Out comes his rapier. Women 
gardeners seem to be associated in his 
mind with voracious starlings, inquisitive 
sparrows, blight and slugs. Yet he is not 
wholly ungallant or unkind, and in “Down 
the Garden Path,’’ at least; one woman 
gardener is given a place of honour among 
the choicer blooms. Characters, whether 
floral or human, are. cleverly portrayed, 
and though the fair sex, to use the author's 
expression, may ‘‘ put out little pink 


tongues ” at him, they will agree, with 


their male brethren, that the book has an 
unusual charm, 
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the Japan of the pa:t. This can be very 


tantalising, as when mention is made of 


“the hero, Tawara Toda Hidersato, who 
slew the giant centipede,”’ and the reader 
is left wondering about the legend and its 
original, or w he relates how the 
historic incidents connected with the 
Tokaido inspired him to follow this 
famous old road, and leaves one wonderin, 
what these incidents can have been. . The 
reading grows a little monotonous ; for equa! 
importance is attached—if one can jndge 
by the space allotted—to the common or 
garden events of every day and tothe more 
interesting, beautiful or typically Japanese 
occurrences. A very ordinary Tide.in & 
very ordinary tram-car wil] be depicted 1 
as great detai] as the lake, temple. or 
mountain to which it is the means of 
access, owever, having followed the 
author through such perambulations one is 
amply rewarded by descriptions such as 
the following :— 

“The little fleet presented a weird spectacle 
as it drew near. For a summer night it was very 
dark—cormorant fishing on the Nagara is never 
done when there is a moon-——and the flares to 
attract the fish lit up the scene with grotesque 
fickerings. The ungainly bifds had a weirdness 
in themselves as they flapped and dived in the 
water, tethered hy reins which the fishermen had 
to manipulate with wonderful dexterity to avoid 
getting entangled. As many as twelve birds are 
often bandied by the master at the bow, his 
assistant no more than feur. The moment a bird 
is gor@ed, it is hauled aboard, the fish removed, 
and it is returned for a fresh foray . . . gps

Careless Cruelty. 


A friend from Ulster, who is deeply in- 
terested in the welfare of animals, told me 
Jately that there are few ways in which 
more suffering is caused to dumb creatures 
than by the careless use of the tether and 
the spancel rope. It is all very well to tie 
the legs of a wandering sheep or goat in 
such a way that it can only move with 
difficulty. All too often, however, the 
animal is left for weeks without further 
attention; the rope may be tied ton 
tightly, and may cause terrible injury to 
the leg; or it may even be caught in 
the cleft of the hoof, which is worse. This 
animal-lover told me some horrible stories 
about spancel ropes; and now I never see 
a donkey or a goat hobble down a lane- 
way without trying to make sure that 
all is well—or, at any rate, that it 1s as 
well as possible. : 

Tethering may be done in a very care- 
less way, too, but the very fact of an 
animal being tethered in a certain place 
means usually that it will be visited at 
least once a day.

IRELAND IN 


‘LONDON. 
THROUGH THE EYES 
OF AN EXILE.

From A CORRESPONDENT, 
IEUTENANT-GENERAL Sir’ Charles 
# Toler MacMurrough Kavanagh is the 
new Military Knight of Windsor, 
appointed in place of the late Major-General 
Carey. '“ Black Jack,” as he is nicknamed, 
belonged to the famous 10th Hussars, and 
once commanded all the British Cavalry on 
the Western Front—it had been gathered into 
a Cavalry Corps. In November, 1917, after 
the big tank “ push,” he was ready to make 
a break through the German lines with his 
cavalry; but a tank fell right through a 
bridge over the canal near Marcoign, thus 
holding up the cavalry hopelessly. ‘‘ Black 
Jack *’ is a brother of the late Walter Mac- 
Murrough Kavanagh, who was a member of 
the old Parliamentary Party and of the Irish 
Convention in 1917-18. They are both sons 
of that Arthur MacMurrough Kavanagh who, 
though he was born with rudimentary legs 
and arms, hunted, fished, and was a keen 
student of affairs and of Irish politics. They 
come, of course, from one of the old Irish 
families and lived in County Carlow. Arthur 
MacMurrough Kavanagh travelled a great 
deal in the East, also, and was learned in 
Oriental religions. He even painted pictures. 
The sons of such a man were not likely to 
lack courage; and each of them showed 
courage of a very high character, as well 
moral as physical. 

Major-General Sir Herbert Mullally, who 
has just died in Switzerland at the age of 
seventy-two, was the son of the late John 
Mullally, an Irishman who gave most distin- 
— servic. to the Honourable East India 

ompany. Sir Herbert was a ‘‘ sapper,”’ and 
his ability as an engineer won recognition 
marvellously early for the British Army. He 
was a captain at twenty and a brevet lieu 
tenant-colonel at forty. Before the Boer War 
he was D.A.A.G. for the Royal Engineers 
and Secretary of the Defence Committee in 
India. He also took part in the relief of 
Ladysmith. Before he left India he had been 
Quartermaster-General for India and Chief of 
Staff there. He came ‘“‘home” a few years 
before the war, and he was a Divisional Com- 
mander during the war. His brother, Mr. 
J. J. Mullally, also an engineer, spent most 
of his life in the Public Works Department 
in India, end did fine irrigation work there. 
He is seven years older than Sir Herbert, 
and now lives in London. : 


CRITICAL ESSAYS, 


After many delays, the second of Mr. 
Desmond McCarthy’s volumes of critical 
essays appeared this week. It is called 
‘‘Criticism.’’ ‘‘ Portraits’’ was the title of 
the preceding volume. In these new essays 
Mr. McCarthy deals at length with modern 
authors and tendencies in literature, among 
them with the work and styles of 
his fellow-countrymen, James Joyce, J. 
M. Syng> and W. B. Yeats, It 
Is strange, or appears. strange, to 
folk under forty, to find Mr. W. B. Yeats 
among the moderns. 

Mr. Michael Crichton, a cousin of the Kar! 
of Erne, and one of the smartest young men 
about London, is about to set out with a 
friend on a strenuous holiday. He and Mr. 
John de Forest have signed on b&®fore the 
mast in a windjammer, which is to make its 
way along the west coast of Scotland, round 
by the Orkneys, and finally to Norway and 
Sweden. It is an ideal time of the year for 
such a voyage, but, if the young men do not 
receive special treatment, the quarters aboard 
such a craft will be close, and their duties 
will make hot work. Mr. Crichton 1s a 
member of a well-known firm of London 
stockbrokers, who takes his profession very 
seriously. 

The last £500 needed to save the Foundling 
Site, in the heart of Bloomsbury, as a play- 
ground for children was raised last Saturday 
through a fair and anction organised by 
Boy Scouts and Girl Guides. Round about 
the site are some of the pleasantest of 
London’s eighteenth century squares, but 
most of these are closed, except to the 
residents of the houses about them. Beyond 
them are those depressing small houses and 
shops, interspersed with still more depressing 
warehouses and sheds, which grew up abont 
the railway stations which are grouped 
together thereabouts—Kuston, St. Pancras, 
and Kings Cross. ‘The Victorian age may 
have had its qualities. and its virtues, but, 
certainly, its standard of middle or lower 
class architecture and town-planning was 
not high. Hereabouts it is possible to measure 
the descent from the taste of the eighteenth 
century in all such departments of life to 
that of the industrial age that suc- 
ceeded it. All the more reason is there for 
rejoicing that the children of these slums are 
to have another playground than the streets, 
and may gambol in the Foundling Play Centre 
at their pleasure, safe from the traflic of 
these busy highways. | 


A STRANGE PARTY. 


The thousands who spent last Saturday. 
afternoon at the ' Zoo’ m Hegent's Park 
were fascinated by the chimpanzee tea-party, 
which took place in the open, outside the tea 
pavilion, for the first time this year. The 
antics of the “ chimps ' did not astonish them 
more, however, than did the visit of a small 
boy amaze the keeper of the reptile house on 
Saturday morning. A schoolboy of about ten 
years old turned. up, insisted on seeing the 
expert on reptiles, and suddenly opened a 
despatch case he was,carrying, saying: ''And 
what do you think.of that?” . ** That” was 
an example of the now rare British black 
adder, and a very fine one, which turned out 
to be more than a foot. long. Very seldom 
have these black adders been taken alive, and 
their bite has caused very many deaths. The 
boy 3s interested in reptiles, and was quite 
aware that he had captured.a prize. The 
creature was soon under a large glass case, 
spitting furiously at those who came to see 
it and had stirred it up with a* stick the 
better to examine and admire its size and 
ferocity.

Ahab’s House. 


The old kingdom of Israel, as opposed 
to that of Judah, scarcely has received the 
attention from historians which its 
prowess under the successors of Jeroboam 
—especially Ahab—deserved. Recent ex- 
however, have thrown an 

light upon those dis- 
tant times. While pigment finds 
of ivory, which recall the ivory house 
that Ahab built, will appeal to students 
of the Bible, historians. will discover in 
the unearthed fortifications of Samaria an 
explanation of much which hithetto has 
puzzled the archeologists. Jerusalem, of 
course, was a natural fortress ; the defence 
of Samaria always has been a problem to 
followers of military tactics. Now’ the 
latest expedition has revealed that Israe] 
was blessed with some prototype o. 
Vauban, whose genius overcame the 
defects of the terrain about Israel’ 
capital. A further point of. interest. in 
the new discoveries is the Egyptian bias 
of art where domestic ornaments were 
concerned. Some of the ivories are 
thought to have been of North Syrian 
origin, and, no doubt, were importations 
from the remoter confines of Hazael’s 
kingdom. The majority, however, bear 
indications of Egyptian _influence—a 
theory which accords well with the known 
history of Palestine in that epoch, when 
the prophets were urging the kings 
forego their trust in Pharaoh. Amos. 
especially, .has a new vindication. His 
fulminations against those who put their 
‘trust in the mountains of Samaria ' 
and his assurance that the ‘ houses - of 
ivory '’ would perish are shown to have 
been no mere figure of speech, except in so 
far as Samaria's real defence was not its 
mountains, which were scaled with .com- 
parative ease, but its artificial entrench- 
ments. Once again. modern research has 
confirmed the accuracy of Holy Writ.

From REUTER 4 CORRESPONDENT, 


VALPARAISO, Friday. 

COUNTER-REVOLUTION has placed 

the Moderates in power over night, 

and several hundred British citizens who 

had booked their passages owing tp fears 

of a social revolution are now cancelling 

their bookings. They have confidence in 
the new Government. 

The dashing red-haired son of a Scots- 
man, Lieutenant Campbell, played a 
prominent part in organising the attack, 

ectacular and bloodless, which has plated 
the Chilean ‘‘ Moderate,’’ Don Carlos 
Davila, in power. 

When the Government was over- 
thrown in the early hours of this 
morning many papers were discovered 
in the Palace of Moneda which “' prove 
conclusively,’’ it is stated, that Colonel 
Marmaduque Grove was in the pay of 
the Soviets. 

The police raided Communist quarters 
here and in Santiago this morning, and 
some five hundred arrests were made. 

It is not known yet whether M. Montero, 
the constitutional President, will return, 
but the surprising fact has been ascer- 
tained that the Chilean Congress met in a 
secret session and gave him constitutional 
leave of absence. 

They thus outwitted Colonel Grove, who, 
before he surrendered last night, had made

As I am speaking oí the rock foundation 
of the Church, let me, in passing, point 
out how ill this idea accords with the idea 
of a Church rent and torn asunder, as we 
are asked. to: believe € | 
been for nearly 900 years. Our Lord not 
only built. his Church upon a ‘rock, 
took ‘care to have it recorded, in words that 
are well known, what building on a. rock 
meant to his mind: “And the rain fell 
and the came and ‘the winds blew, 
and they beat upon that house; and it 
fell not; for ft was founded upon a rock 
(Matt, vii. 25). 

If St. Peter enjoyed a Primacy of juris- 
diction, this means, as I pointed out in my 
previous letter, published hy you on June 4, 
that the constitution of the Church, as fixed 
by her Divine Founder, subjected her to one 
supreme governing authority. I then asked: 
when or by whom was this constitution 
changed’? and drew attention to the fact that 
the burden of proof lies on these who assert 
that such. a change .was effected. But Dr. 
Gregg passes over the whole argument in 
convenient silence.  Í next undertook to show 
that there is positive evidence from the first 
two centuries against any such chahge, 
evidence that the Popés even in that early 
period claimed authority over other important 
Churches. I appealed to the Epistle of Pope 
Clement written to the Church of Corinth 
about 96. Now it is the verdict of history 
that this Epistle was written by Pope Clement ; 
and my argument, an absolutely valid one, 
was that the authoritative tone of some parts 
of the Epistle proves that the Popes before 
the end of the first ceutury claimed authority 
over other Churches. “The fact that Clement 
is not named in the Epistle as its author in 
no way interferes with that argument. If he 
did write the Epistle, then a Pope did inter. 
fere authoritatively in the affairs of another 
important Church before the end of the first 
century, and that is abundant for my purpose. 
That he is not named in the Epistle as its 
author ig of no real importance. .We may 
take it as probable that he wrote in the 
name of the Roman Church rather than in his 
own, partly because of Dómitian's ‘perse- 
cution, which made it more prudent not to 
mention his own name, and partly in order 
to add to his own authority that of the great 
Church of Rome. But whatever be the ex- 
planation of his silence, I rey sat that the fact 
that he is not. mentioned in the Epistle in no 
way ‘weakens the force of my argument. 
The reader will now be in a position to 
appreciate and, I hope, enjoy Dr. Gregg’s 
criticism: “ The Cardinal draws one instance 
of the Papal authority from the Epistle of 
St. Clement of Rome (A.D. 96). Fr cakint 
but think that his memory ‘has’ him 
false, The very ingepe claims t6 make is 
absent from the Boi e, which contains no 
reference to the office oí Pope from the begin- 
ning to the end. The letter is weighty and 
dignified, worthy of the Church of the capital 
which intervened’ with the voice of meral 
authority, But it claims to proceed not from 
the Bishop of Rome, but from’ the Church of 
God which sojourns in Rome to the Church 
of God which sojourns in Corinth. Jt-is no 
more issued in the-name of a Bishop than it 


is directed to one.” And so, aécording to Dr.’ 


Gregg, there is an end of the matter! 

That the Corinthians learned very 
soon who was the author of the Epistle, 
we cannot doubt; they would learn it 
from the three men mentioned in ‘ch, LXV. 
In any case, they might be counted upon to 
make a shrewd guess that it was no small 
boy who wrote to them in the name of the 
great Church of Rome. 

Equally harmless, though more to the point, 
is the criticism of my second argument, drawn 
from the interference of Pope St. Victor in 
the affairs of the Churches of Asia Minor.

Dr. Gregg complains that I dismissed his 
reference to Pope Honorius very lightly. | 
did, and I shall do so now, too. To anyone 
who fully understands the doctrine of Papal 
TInfallibility thore is little real difficulty in 
the ‘case; but unfortunately very few 
Protestants seem to understand the c:ctrine. 
I have never met one who did. Dr. Gregg 
is no exception to the rule; for he writes

I take it that his difficulty concerns offering 
for the dead, implying, as it does, the ex- 
istence of Purgatory, which the twenty- 
second of the Thirty-nine Articles declares 
o be “a fond thing vainly invented and 
grounded upon no warrahty of Scripture, but 
rather 2 ager to the word of God.”’ 

reply,, then, ..that numerous early 
writers testify io the custom of offering 
Holy . Mass for .the dead or. praying « for 
them in the Mass. ‘Thus, St: Cyprian tells 
us that before his time (d. 258) the African 
bishops: had forbidden testators to nominate 
a priest as executor and guardian in their 
wills, and had decreed, as the penalty for 
violating this. law, 2 gs 14s after death: of 
the Holy Sacrifice and the other offices of the 
Church, which were regularly celebrated for 
the repose of each of the faithful; hence, in 
the case of one Victor, who had broken 
the law, ' no offering might he niade- for 
his repose, por any prayer offered in the 
Church. im his name ” (Ep. lxvi., Pal IV:, 
599). - Im h's funeral oration for his. brother, 
Satyrus, St. Ambrose (d. 386) beseeches God 
to accept his brotherly service, his: priestly 
sacrifice (fraternum mensus, Sacrificium 
sacerdotis) for the deceased (P.L. XVL,, 
1515); and, addfessing Valentinian and 
Theodosius, he assures them that he will let 
no day without remembering them in 
his prayers and at the altar (P.L. 1381). 
From St. Augustine (d. 420) many passages 
mi be adduced; [ shall satisfy myself 
with one: “ The universal Church , observes 
this law, handed down from the Fathers, 
that prayers should be offered for those. who 
have died in the communion of the Body and 
Blood of Christ, when they are commemorated 
in their proper place at the Sacrifice” (P.L. 
XXXVIII., 936). 

The custom to which these writers testify 
is abundantly confirmed by the early 
Liturgies, all of which—Nestorian . and 
Monophysite as well as Catholic, those in 
Syriac, Armenian and Coptic, as well as 
those in Greek and Latin—contain the com- 
memoration of the faithful departed in ‘the 
Mass, with a prayer for peace, light, re- 
freshment and the like, and in many cases 
expressly for the wiping out of sinful 
stains. The following, from the Syriac 
Iaturgy of St. James may be taken 
as a typical example: “We commemorate 
all the faithful dead who have died in 
the true faith. .\ . +. We ask, we entreat, 
we pray Christ our’ God, Who took their 
souls and spirits to Himself, that by His 
many compassions He will make them worthy 
of the pardon of their faults and the remis- 
sion of their sins’? (Syr. Lit. 8. Jacobi, ed. 
Hammond, p. 75). 

It may interest Dr. Gregg to know also 
that this custom. of offering Mass for the 
dead existéd in early Ireland. Thus in the 
collection oí canons. knówn as. the *‘ Hiber- 
Nnensis '” (seventh op-eighth century) we read: 
Now the Church offérs to the Lord in many 
Ways: ‘first, for herself; secondly, íor the 
commemoration of Jesus Christ, Who says: 
“Do this for a eommemoration of Me; and 
thirdly, for the souls of the departed '' 
(Bk. IL, ch, ix.; Wasserschleben, Die irische 
Kanonensammlung, 2nd ed. Leipzig, 1885). 
And when on; own St. Gall, the companion 
of St. Columbanus, died, a Bishop who was 
am intimate friend: of his offered the Holy 
“pro carisauno salutarts 
hostias tmmolavit amico’’ (Wal. Strabo, Vita 
B. Galli, I. cap. xxxvi).. The same is re- 
corded of St. Colurncille when he learned of 
the death of Columbanus. of Leinster 
Adamnan, Vita §., Col. HI,, 12). -It would 
e easy to add to this evidence, but [ think 
this suffices. It may be doubted whether Dr. 
Gregg’s friends, so intent at present in claim. 
ing religious kinship with the early Irish 
Church, will thank him for having forced me 
by his challenge to bring before the man in 
the street these rather inconvenient evidences 
of the faith of our early forefathers. 

Here I must conclude, There ate many 
other points in Dr. Gregg’s letter which cali 
for comment; but this is a very busy week 
with me, and this letter has already run to 
excessive length. Let me add that Í have no 
desire and no time for controversy. But it 
was not I that started it. It.was only after 
absolutely groundless and ludicrous claims on 
behalf of the Protestant Church in Treland 
had been publicly put forward in high places

PRESIDENT’S NOTE TO

Accordingly, I despatched on behalf of the 
Government to the British Government the 
following reply, which I propose to read to 
the House. It is addressed to the Secretary 
fos the Dominions :— 

‘*Sirn,—The proposal of the British 
Government for arbitration on the ques- 
tion of the land annuities has been con- 
sidered by the Government of the Irish 
Free State. The Government of the Irish 
Free State accepts the principle of arbi- 
tration, and a s that the tribunal of 
the general’ character outlined in the 
report of the Imperial Conference of 1930 
would be suitable, but is unable to agree 
with the restriction of the personne! of 
the tribunal solely to citizens of the 
States of the British Commonwealth. 

“The Government of the Irish Free 
State is of opinion that, in justice to the 
people of the Irish Free State, the 
matters to be submitted to the tribunal 
for determination must include not 
merely the land annuities, but also the 
items of the other annual payments to 
the British Government by the Govern- 
ment of the Irish Free State, except 
those made in pursuance of agreement 
formally ratified by both States. 

‘I may further add that, in the view 
of. my Government, any agreement 
reached between the Governments on 
these matters must be submitted to both 
Houses of the Oireachtas for their 
approval.”’ 

Now, perhaps, my views of the powers of 
a Government to commit a country may not 
agree with the views that are held by some 
members on the benches opposite. The reason 
for putting that last paragraph in is this: 
If the Government agrees to arbitration, and 
that, in fact, the difference goes to be settled 
by arbitration, then, once the award was 
made, there was no redress for the country, 
no way in which the representatives of the 
people or the ple themselves could get 
redress, except by abeslute repudiation of the 
awards, and that is not in fact conceivable, 
something that one cannot for a moment 
contemplate, 


DAIL TO BE CONSULTED. 


Therefore, where this matter is to be sub- 
mitted to arbitration, it is only fair that the 
representatives of the people should have 
before them, before it was actually submitted, 
the matters to be arbitrated on, and the 
exact terms of submission for arbitration. It 
was because this last paragraph is there 
that I said to the Leader of the Opposition 
this morning that before any final step in 
regard to this matter was taken the 
House would have ample opportunity to

1 country to lightly part with these moneys, 


and we do not propose, as long as we are the 
Government, lightly to part with them. We 
‘mean to hold them until Britain establishes 
her right to get them, and establishes that 
right- before a court in which there cay be no 
sug#estion that there is any loading of the 
dice. I repeat it—Mr. Thomas, I believe, has 
repeated it—I repeat it in public—in which 
there should be no appearance of loading the 
dite against Ireland. 

I do not think I should detain the House 
at this stage any further. I have not had an 
opportunity of reading Mr. Thomas's state- 
ment, Neither, probably, has any member 
on the Opposition benches had an opportunity 
of reading it. In any case we should like to wait 
to read it in the official report. I will promise 
the House that an so arr gat will be afforded 
for the discussion of this matter as soon as 
possible after the Eucharistic Congress is com- 
pleted. 


A DEPUTY’S REQUEST. 


Mr. DILLON—I would like, on a point of 
information, if the President would read the 
last paragraph of his message about arbitra- 
tion again. 

The PRESIDENT—I wish to point out that 
the last’ paragraph has reference, not merely 
to the methods of submission, but to the 
whole question of-arbitration. I had better 
continue the explanation. My view is this: 
That all a Government ean do—all that a 
really democratic Government can do—when 
a matter is going to be submitted, and when 
it is prepared to stand for that policy, is to 

o to the negotiations part of it, the pre- 
iminary part of it, arrange the tribunal sug- 
gested to which the matters will be offered for 
submission.” It is in duty bound to lay the 
whole matter before the representatives of 
the people at any rate, in order that they 
should give their final judgment as to whether 
or not they will commit the interests of the 
people in a matter of submitting it to a 
Court. 

The paragraph is as follows :— 

“I must further add that in the view of 
my Government ’’—because I am not so 
certain that is the view of the British Go- 
vernment—‘‘in the view of my own Govern- 
ment any agreement reached between the two 
Governments on these matters '—- that is, on 
the matters of details—‘‘ must be submitted 
to both Houses of the Oireachtas for their 
approval.”

AWARD ONCE MADE STANDS. 

The PRESIDENT—No, no. I want to be 
quite clear on that. There is no redress, 
in my opinion, once the award has been 
made. The country is irrevocably com- 
mitted once the award is made. If it wants 
to change it, it will have to be done by a 
treaty, and I say that we have not, and 
nobody has proved that we have, broken the 
Treaty by the action we have taken in the 
Constitution Remoyal of Oath Bill. The best 
legal opinion, the best lawyers even in 
Britain itself, hold with us on that matter. 

Mr. COSGRAVE—On what matter’ 
The PRESIDENT—On the matter of

A HEADLINE FOR ALL. 


Mr. COSGRAVE—I again ask is the 
country to be bound by the award?

Of 
course the country will be bound by the 
award if the representatives of the people 
are going to submit the whole matter to 
arbitration.

: Mr. Devliin—t dény absolutely “and 
emphatically that the settlement is greater 
than that conceded by Gladstone or by the 
Liberal Party when it was m power. What 
you did was to concede liberty to a part of 
ireland and partition a part from the 
mother-country, 1 do not regard that as a 
cencession such as he claims for 1t. 

Mr. Lioyd George—i will put it in this 
way. So far as three-quarters of Ireland is 
concerned, we have made concessions of a 
more liberal character than any claimed by 
any Irishman. With regard to the other 
quarter, what the majority of the Sé een 
there asked for we gave. (Cheers.) lJ am all 
for the unity of Ireland, but this is not the 
right road to it. (Cheers.) On the contrary, 
if this: policy prevails, 1 do not believe there 
is the slightest hope of getting anything like 
unity in ireland, 

The whole world “approved of the settle- 
ment as a fair one, and they had done every- 
thang they could to win the good-will ol 
Ireland. Could Mr. de Valera point to one 
particular in which there had been an 
infringement of the Treaty?—any particular 
in which there had been interference with 
Ireland? They had carried their own legisla- 
tion for their own domestic ‘concerns; they 
jad passed their tariffs against us, and never 
the slightest protest was made. What was 
the good of going back hundreds of years! 
Why, continued Mr. Lloyd George, the very 
ground on which I now stand was at one 
time in the éxclusive possession of my race. 
(Laughter.) Had it not been for the cruel 
tyranny of the Saxon all the speeches mada 
here would. have beer delivered in Welsh. 
‘Laughter.) It is no use going back, and 
certainly in these times, when thmgs are 
changing so rapidly; What matters is the 
position at the preserft moment. 


ANNUITIES. 

Turning. - to the .question..of. the land 
annuities, Mr, Lloyd George replied to Si: 
Stafford Cripps, and asked: “ What on earth 
has it got to do with the default of poor, 
miserable countries in Central Europe, who 
are most anxious to pay, but cannot, and 
who come along and say ‘Will you grant us 
a moratorium?’ What has that got to do 
with it? .. Mr. de Valera is going to coile:t 
these annuities. (Hear, hit He does not 
come along and say ' You are a rich country, 
a very low-taxed country—(laughter)—and 
we are heavily taxed. We are bearing the 
hurden of the war.’ If he had said: ' We 
cannot afford it, we are in a véry bad way, 
we could have examined that. That is not 
what he is doing. He says: ‘I am.going to 
collect every penny of these annuities, and | 
am going to keep them in my” pocket." 
(Hear, hear.) 

Recalling the history of the Irish annuities, 
Mr. Lloyd George pointed out that the 
holders of the annuities might be in Ireland, 
in America, or in this country. Mr. de 
Valera knows, he went on, that we will not 
break faith, that we will pay, and he says: 
“I will not pay.” 

I do not believe the Irish people will sub- 
scribe to that libel upon their fundamental! 
integrity. (Cheers.) bet him bear in mind 
the lesson of Australia, Great peoples do 
not show their love of freedom and their 
national self-respect by playing the. part of 
debtors of that kind. Australia made it clear, 
and I believe Ireland will do so, too. I know 
the difficulties the Government have got— 
gigantic difficulties outside, and great diffi- 
culties here and in Ireland. But let me say 
just this one word—I hope, whateyer the 
difficulties, they are not going to allow them- 
selves to be nagged into consenting to a 
breach of faith, or the initiation of a policy in 
Ireland that would be a source of danger 
both to this country and to Ireland.” (Loud 
cheers. ) | 

Mr. J. P. Morris (Conservative, Salford), 
as one of Irish descent, complained that Mr. 
de Valera had paid no regard to the harmful 
consequences of his policy on the Irish people 
living in this country. They would become 
aliens, and would suffer the concomitant dis- 
advantages of that position. 

Mr. Dingle Foot (Liberal, Dundee) ex- 
pressed the view, as a result of a recent visit 
to Ireland, and an interview with Mr. de 
Valera, that, like some other political leaders, 
Mr. de Valera was under a misapprehension 
as to the real reason why he was returned

' TREATY ALREADY 
BROKEN. 


MH. C. HEALY’S VIEW. 

Mr. Cahir Healy (Nationalist, Ferma 
and Tyrone). ee | that Article 12 of the 
Treaty was just as sacred as any other arti 
in it... That article, which dealt with the 
position of the Six. Counties, provided for the 
setting up of a Boundary Commission, which 
was to ascertain the wishes of the inhabitants 
who lived on the one side or the other of the 
artificial boundary that had been drawn; but 
that Commission, instead of taking steps to 
ascertain the wishes of the ig had 
ignored those wishes, and had merely ascer- 
tained the wishes of the Bounda mmis- 
sion. Therefore, right at the beginning the 
Treaty had been broken by. England. ; 

The British Parliament had no right to: put 
into the Treaty words’ that were meant to 
deceive... If Arthur Griffith. and Michael 
Collins had not thought the wishes of the 
eople were to be consulted, they would never 
aie put their hands to that document. It 
was a profound disappointment to the people 
of Ireland that Article 12 was thrown to the 
winds. The speech delivered by Mr. Lloyd 
George was, in his opinion, hypocritical, 
having regard to the fact that m 1921 he 
wrote to Sir James Craig regarding the 
boundary that the Irish people would never 
accept it. The Irish people deplored the 
division. of their country. The Treaty was 
not a free Treaty, if one could call it a Treaty 
at all. It was an agreement entered into ' y 
force. There was the threat of terrible war. 
The British Government had fomented. the 
quarrel between North and South. If they 
had left the Irish people to settle the ques- 
tion, the present ealiies would never have 
arisen. Every safeguard in the Treaty for 
the protection of the minority in Northern 
Ireland had been washed away. Proportional 
representation in Northern Ireland had been 
abolished in order that they might control 
not only Parliament, but every single local 
public board. On the other hand, the Free 
State had observed every obligation in the 
Treaty with regard to the minority, 


“JUST DEBTS.” 

When they talked about just debts, it had 
to be remembered that last year, instead of 
aying their imperial contributions, Northern 
óm received a contribution from Britain. 
That was the second breaking of the Treaty. 
‘Lhe, question of the Oath was put: before 
the electorate of the Free State at the last 
election. . They had given their decision. 
‘The people of the Irish Free State had the 
right to determine their own domestic policy. 
The Irish people were free, or they were 
not... The Governor-General was the link 
between the two countries. It did not 
matter a penny whether the Oath was 
abolished or not. The words of the oath 
to be taken in the Irish Free State Par- 
liament were materially different from those 
in the Constitution of Canada, Australia and 
South Africa. The reason for that was, he 
suggested, that the signatories to the Treaty 
believed it would be extremely difficult to 
get the Irish people to accept the Oath at 
all, unless it was modified. Canada and 
Australia were populated by British people, 
but Ireland was a nation as old as, and even 
older, than this country. Therefore, they 
must not thiak of Ireland in the same way 
as they regarded some of. the.colonies. 

Undoubtedly, from 1921 to 1932 there was 
a large body of opinion in Treland that re- 
fused to go into the Dail because of the 
Oath, and when it was said that there was 
peace in Ireland during that time, hon. mem- 
bers should remember that there had been 
a terrible eivil war in the Free State for 
several years, and last year a measure was 
introduced into the Dail giving extraordinary 
powers, and superseding the ordinary law 
altogether. The people of the Free State 
had specifically told them that they wanted 
to have the Oath removed, and they had a 
right to have it removed, 

Mr. J. P. Morris (Conservative, Salford)— 
The people of Ireland did i of the 
kind. {r. de Valera had no mandate from 
the people of Ireland for the removal of the 
Vath, lf you deduct the strength of the 
Labour Party, the Fianna Fail Party are m 
a minority of 200,000 votes. 

Mr. Healy—The Labour Party are just as 
much in favour of the removal of the Oath 
as the Fianna Fail Party, and the hon mem- 
ber has no right to assume that because 
people voted for the Labour Party they were 
in favour of the Oath. He was perfectly 
satisfied, living in Ireland as he did, and 
moving about the Free State a good deal, that 
if an election was held in the Free State to- 
morrow on the question of the Oath Mr. de 
Valera’s majority would be vastly increased. 


LIKE “COOK'S TOURISTS.” 

Continuing, he said it was all very well 
for hon. members of that House to go across 
to Ireland as a kind of Cook's tourists, 
interview some people in Dublin, and then 
come back and dogmatise about the wishes 
of the Irish people. The Irish pene had 
given their verdict, and they had either to 
accept it or reject it. This was not the first 
time that die-hard influences had caused 
trouble, He recalled how Mr. Gladstone's 
and Mr. John Redmond’s efforts had been 
frustrated by the die-hards. Looking back, 
would it not have been far more profitable 
for this country if they had adopted the 
suggestions of Mr. John Redmond? If they 
now took the extraordinary course of driving 
Ireland out of the British Empire, would 
they have solved the problem? Ireland would 
remain where she was. 

They did not buy Irish produce for the 
sake of Ireland's beautiful blue eyes, but 
because they got good value, Railways and 
harbours had 2 built up in this country to 
deal with the traffic to and from Ireland. 
What was going to happen to the. people 
employed on these railways and in these 
us if this traffic was interfered with? 
jon. members might suggest that they could 
et their bacon and butter from Denmark, 
but had the people of Denmark taken the 
Oath of Allegiance? They would find that 
they were going to pay more for Danish 
produce, because Denmark had several 
markets and Ireland had only one. Ireland 
was the only country with which. England 
had a favourable háil of trade. Were 
they prepared to wipe that out? 

one, of the Dominions treated Britain to 
anything like the generous extent that Ire- 
land did. If they took the. extraordinary 
course suggested by Mr. Thomas, it might 
be Britain's loss, and not the loss of the 
Irish people. If Mr. Thomas had nothing 
more constructive to offer, it was a very 
poor solution of the present difficulties. He 
would like to say that the Irish people desired 
to remain friendly with the people of this 
country, and he thought that the best people 
of this country had probably a like desire in 
relation to the Irish pedple. _ Surely there 
should be some means of arriving at a peace- 
ful solution of the difficulty other than the 
delivery of ultimata, which could only upset 
the ordinary trade relations between the two 
countries, and which, once upset, would 
never probably be restored in our day. 


“A GREAT DEAL OF 
HYPOCRISY,” 


MR. DEVLIN’S CRITICISM. 

Mr. Joseph Devlin (Nationalist, Fermanagh 
and Tyrone) said that there had been talk 
about the sacrosanctity of the Treaty. Did 
that apply to all treaties between this country 
and Ireland, and to all parts of Ireland’? This 
Treaty was broken long before Mr. de Valera 
took up the attitude he had taken in this 
matter. It was broken when the minority 
in Northern Ireland were betrayed, and there 
was never a word of protest from English 
Protestants or English Catholics. He was 
not speaking in the interests of Mr. de Valera. 
My only association with Mr. de Valera, he 
said, was that he once contested my seat 
in Treland, and I was one of the few people 
who. beat him. (Laughter.) | |

AN ASPECT OF LOYALTY. 

Mr. Devlin—It does not, and I will prove it. 
According to the Act of 1920, Northern 
Ireland took upon itself the responsibility of 
paying £7,500, a year.

They have not paid 
anything in the last few years. They are very 
loyal, and I will tell you what form their 
loyalty takes. I remember Mr. Churchill 
once daring to. visit Belfast. I helped to 
organise a yguard to protect him. In the

and, therefore, requested the aid of the forces 
of the Crown. (Laughter.) Subsequently 
these ple took a different view of Mr. 


Churchill and invited him to Northern Ireland,

What did they do? There is no idealism in 
Northern Ireland. After they had received 
and hospitably entertained Mr. Churchill the 
contribution of Northern Ireland was reduced 
by £1,000,000. (Laughter.) That was so 
splendidly successful that they said: “ We 
id well out of Winston; we will invite 
tanley Baldwin? They invited the Prime 
Minister, and he was royally entertained, 
too. I may differ from him in politics, but I 
believe in irish hospitality, and emer a sum 
out of the hospitality fund. (Laughter. ) 
Three months #fterwards they reduced the 
contribution by another £1,000,000. Shortly 
afterwards they invited Mr. Joynson-Hicks, 
but they did not get anything out of that. 
(Laughter. ) 

Now I would not be surprised if shortly 
there is an invitation issued to the right hon. 
member for Carnarvon. If he were to go over 
the list of persons most detested in Northern 
Ireland at one time, he would find in it the 
names of Mr. were George and Mr. Churchill. 

If I were in Mr, de Yalera’s position I 
would not have taken up the attitude he has 
done regarding the annuities. I would have 
said—‘‘ You entered into a bargain, by which 
Northern Ireland was to pay £7,500,000, and 
you have forgiven Northern Ireland. There- 
foré, we are entitled to request that you will 
not ask us to pay £3,500,000, which consti- 
tutes the land annuities.” That was the 
position, and it would settle it without any 
arbitration. 


SANCTITY OF TREATIES. 

Referring to Mr. Lloyd George’s speech, 
Mr. Devlin said that they mate not find 
another Lloyd George anywhere. That was 
why they rejoiced to see him in the House 
again. But he thought that Mr. Lloyd 

eorge rather overstepped the mark when he 
said that treaties were so sacred that they 
ought to be observed. I understood that 
Mr. Lloyd George made several treaties, and 
that he wants to have them all revised. I 
think he was the chief architect of the 
ge of ‘Versailles, and I think he would 
now like to have that revised. 1 believe 
that with regard to reparations and debts he 
would like to have the whole revised. Fun- 
damentally, he added, the morality of the 
thing was the same. 

Mr. de Valera did not want to pay, and 
he said, “The easiest way not to pay is not 
to pay (Laughter. ) ise men would be 
athered round the table, and would try to 

odge each other, as they had been doing 
for ten years. That was how it would be 
done with the conferences with Germany. It 
was a question of the method of approach. 

His second point was that of the treatment 
of minorities. The" Lord President (Mr. 
Baldwin) was a member of the Indian Com- 
mission, which was drafting a Constitution 
for India, and one of the reasons, so he 
understood, why independence had not been 
given to India was because of the position 
of the Moslems in India. They were draft- 
ng. a clause dealing with minorities, in 
which they were giving a particular class of 
representation to the > Re: in the govern- 
ment and administration of India. 

Continuing, Mr. Deviin said that he was a 
representative of these Irish people, He did 
not come into this fight. for the self-govern- 
ment of his country for the sake of setting 
up a Free State in Southern Ireland. He 
came into the fight to secure a genuine solu- 
tion—a Government for all Ireland, and the 
Goverument could juggle with this question 
as they liked, He was prepared to discuss it 
before any impartial tribunal. 

If, he said, you had.conceded to Ireland the 
government of herself by herself, you: would 
have averted the racial rivalries and troubles 
that have existed betweén this country and 
Ireland for forty years. You micht have 
saved the world from the conflicts which 
occurred since. We would never have had 
the war with Germany if we had not had the 
rebellion in Northern Jreland. 

I never will regard the Treaty as the 
solution. The part of Ireland from which | 
come has contributed as much in blood and 
in sacrifice to the cause of self-government as 
they did in the South. I want a united 
Ireland. and I believe a united Ireland could 
have avoided all these things. 


WHAT HAPPENED? 


What happened when the two Parliaments 
were set up? he asked. Southern Ireland 
air g/rsnóah. through their Ministers, to give 
ialf the seats in the Senate to the Protest 
ants, who represented fifteen per cent, 
of tha population. In Southern — Ire- 
land there were nine judges, 
were Protestant. Where we have a popula- 
tion of 3555 per cent. Catholic, there is 
not a single senator belonging to the Catholic 
faith, There were five judges in Northern 
Ireland, and four were Protestants 
and one was a Catholic, and when 
a Catholic died another was not 
appointed. Proportional representation had 
been given to Ireland as one of the guarantees 
of the British Government and the late Sir 
Worthington Evans, as a safeguard to the 
minority. That safeguard in Northern 
Treland was removed. The system of Catholic 
and Protestant representation in Northern 
Ireland was an obvious method of destroying 
the independent representation and the stereo- 
typing of those religious differences which 
should disappear, and which men of good- 
will of all creeds and classes hoped would be 
submerged in the general desire of the people 
to see worked out a solution of their general 
and economic problems. After that pro- 
struction of the constituencies, with 
division than it took to elect a Conservative 
member opposite.

He asserted 
that the House ought to be told what the 
Govefriment contemplated. They Were en- 
titled to ask—What would be the position 
of the Irigh Free State if this controversy 
was carried to its logical conclusion? Woul 
the Government still consider that Ireland 
was still a member of the British Common- 
wealth ? 

The Labour Party was strongly in favour 
of the whole matter being referred to an 
impartial tribunal, satisfactory to ourselves 
and to the Free State. The Government 
would make a very great blunder in the 
matter of the annuities and the whole ques- 
tion connected with finance, if they did not 
accept Mr. de Valera’s offer to refer it to 
arbitration. Mr. de Valera ought to approach 
us, or we him, and get together for a friendly 
settlement of the difficulties. He did not accept 
the view that.the last word had been spoken 
on the subject, nor did he accept the view 
that Mr. de Valera and his friends had all 
the right on their side and we all the wrong 
on ours. We should do our best to help 
in finding a solution which would be honour- 
able to both sides. 

What people would never stand was 
domination. That was why he wanted to see 
the Irish people and ourselves meeting as 
friends, and finding some way by which this 
matter might be settled.

THE BRITISH ATTITUDE. 


Mr. Churchill said that it was clear, from 
Mr. Lansbury’s speech, that the leader of the 
Opposition would not at any point resist any 
serious pressure or demand made upon this 
country by the Irish Free State. Everything 
had to be settled reasonably. Trouble must 
be met. We must endeavour to meet them 
half-way. Never mind what they had done 
or what the issue, we must continue to 
persist in our endeavours at a solution in 
meeting them half-way. (Mr. Lansbury: 
“ Hear, hear.”’). But he would point out that 
this was after ten years of endeavour to con- 
suit and meet the wishes of the Irish people. 
It came ten years after the Treaty, accepted 
by them in full settlement. This agreement, 


not forced on Ireland, but was entered into 
by the accredited representatives of the Irish 
people, and now was to be repudiated, 
nakedly and openly. 

So far as he could gather, Mr. Lansbury 
would not raise a hand or finger to stop any, 
inroad on the rights of this country. i 

Mr. Lanshury—l only did what Mr. 
Churchill did during the debate on the 
Statute of Westminster, quoting him as an 
authority, that the Free State had absolute 
right to do what they think proper. 

r. Churchill—Yes, a legal right. ‘That 
was why he regretted that the Government 
did not accept the amendment, which would 
have imposed on ‘the Irish Free State the 
same restrictions which Canada and Australia 
imp?sed on themselves. 


A MORAL RIGHT. 

There was a moral right, and what the 
British Government proposed to do was also 
within its full legal right. (Ministerial 
Cheers.) ‘‘ We are perfectly free to judge 
what will be our attitude towards States, 
whether within or without the British 
Empire, which render nugatory all Treaties 
contracted with them. (Cheers.) Having 
regard to the present interest of the world 


national, duty in marking a breach of this 
kind by every means in our power.” 

Mr. Churchill then described the speech of 
Sir Stafford Cripps as a “ loathsome” one, 


and to arm and inspire all those on the other 
side of St. George's Channel who were 
endeavouring to make the solution of this 
question more difficult. Sir Stafford Cripps 
and Mr. Lansbury had shown that the 
present truncated Socialist Party was one 
which offered no guarantee to the people of 
Great Britain that any one of their interests, 
however vital, would ever be stood up for in 
a dispute with Ireland. “So much,” he 
added, “for Mf. Lansbury, who was so 
offensive to me the other night.” (Laughter.} 

Whether about India or Ireland, Mr, 
Larisbury’s idea, and that of the party under 
his control, would always be to find this, 
that. or any other excuse fot depriving thé 
British Empire of any of the remaining safe- 
guards it possessed. 


A REAL SERVICE. 


Mr. Lloyd George, he continued, had 
rendered a real service to the House im 
making it perfectly clear that this was no 
purely legal question, and that it was not 
only a question of the oath. The question 
affected moral and national safety, involving, 
the moment Mr. de Valera’s demands were 
accepted, an independent [Irish Republic, 
with the right to negotiate arrangements for 
aerodromes and naval stations, and denying 
us its ports in case of war.

Mr. David Reid (C., Down) said—In the 
moment or two that is left I wish to 
deal with the speech made by the hon. mem- 
ber for Fermanagh and ‘Tyrone (Mr. 
Devlin). The £7,000,000 odd Imperial contri- 
bution fixed 'by the Act of 1920 was arrived 
at on the basis of war taxation and of insuffi- 
cient data as to the origin of the taxation 
and expenditure. The Act provided that the 
amount was open to revision by a body set 
up by the Act called the Joint Exchequer 
Board. That procedure has been followed 
since the Northern Government was set up. 
Every year the Joint Exchequer Board have 
fixed a contribution, and a contribution has 
been paid.. As for the annuities, the Act of 
1920 gave land annuities to both Northern 
Ireland and Southern Ireland. Northern Ire- 
land accepted the bill, and retained the annui- 
ties. Southern Ireland refused to accept the 
bili, and the subsequent arrangements which 
are known to the House were made. In the 
course of those arrangements the financial 
agreements which the hon. gentleman (Major 
Halls) has explained were made. There is no 
similarity whatsoever between the two cases.
